Virgil Morton has studied and taught dancing most 
of his life. Whille dancing in Opera and musical comedy 
he questioned the pseudo character-dances in those same 
productions and wondered where the genuine dances of 
the people could be found. Professional dance studios 
did not offer the answer, although the Soderstrom Stu- 
dio, in Denver, Colorado, revealed an interesting selec- 
tion of the old-fashioned dances of th American 1890 
period. In 1935, Virgill moved to San Francisco, Cali- 
fornia, where he joined the Swedish Applied Arts, a 
weaving and hand-craft school where Scandinavian folk- 
lore and crafts were being preserved and taught by the 
genial “mama” and “papa’ Gravander. Virgil became 
an adopted Swede, and soon was one of the ctive dem- 
onstrators and teachers. In 1988, he was one of the 
the nucleus of the group that eventually became known 
as Changs International Follk Dancers. This was the 
first folk-dance group in California open to anyone 
interested in learning and preserving the dance expres- 
sions of other lands. Mr Morton was the first official 
instructor of that organization until he joined the U. S. 
Navy in World War II. Upon being released after four 
years in the service, he returned to profssional theatri- 
cal work and toured the major cities of the United States
